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PLMT-C^ARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTION'S 

OP  THE 

REPUBLIC  OP  FRANCE 

Importation  of  Seeds  of  Conifers  not  Prohibited 


According  to  the  Order  of  the  Direct ion- General  of  Customs, 
No'.  2505  2/2,  of  April  23,  1936,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  in 
response  to  an  inquiry  concerning  the  applicability  of   the  pro- 
visions of  the  decree  of  November  25,  1930  (p.  12,  3.  S.  P.  Q,.—  403) 
to  seeds  of  conifers,  decided  that  although  the  expression  "parts  of 
plants"  of  itself  includes  seeds,  the  seeds  of  the  conifers  in  ques- 
tion remain  exempt  from  phytosanitary  inspection  on  importation,  if 
the  shipment  is  clean  and  the  seeds  have  been  sifted  in  such  a 
manner  that  no  foreign  matter,  particularly  needles  of  conifers, 
are  contained  therein.
